This endor:ement was evidently made by
che Postmaster, or clerk, of Hiner's Ran
Postoffice, as the paper had been pulled out
of the wrapper, the note written thercon
and replaced ; after which the name of Mr.
Stone was erased on the one side of the
wrapper and  directed ““Journal, Clearfield,
Pa .”" onthe other. .

Now, the vile wretch who eould thus in-
sult the family and friends of Mr. Stone,
who, we would infer from the note. is dead,
Ly telling them that he has gone to hell be-
cause he was a Republican, is not fit to live
in any deeent community, and deserves the
scorn and contempt of all respectable and
intelligent people. Besides, the writer vir-
tnally brands himself as a mean, servile,
erouching Copperhead—asa Rebel at heart,

Treary witd Russia.—On Satorday.
March 20th, the President eommunicated
to the Senate, then in Executive session,
a treaty with Russia, by which that power
surrenders to the Unites] States its sovervign-
ty over all Russian America and adjacent
islands. The treaty specially includes the
etrip of land 400 miles wide, which extends

down the coast to near Queen Charlotte’®

Island, thus nearly excluding British A mer-
ica from the Pacific ocean. This ecession
excites intense interest; and it is said that
the English representative at Washington is
sorely chagrined thereat, and that he will
teleeraph to Earl Derby for instructions te
protest against its acceptanesby our zovern-
ment. The aequisition of the Russian pos-
sessions will more than double the United
States eoast on the Pacifie. The price to
be paid for this territory is about seven
millions of dollars. The impending Euro-
pean eamplications on the Eastern question.
i3 believed to have indueed Rnssia to sell
this territory,-as in the event of a war she
wonld probably lose it. The treaty will
have to be ratified by the Senate, and the
purchase money provided by Congress, be-
fore it is fally consummated; which, un
doubt, will be done.

More Murrpers.—The trouble with mi-
ners in Schuylkill eounty continmes. On
Marek 224, the Barrell tavern, near Malone
Plains, was surrsunded by a party of six or
eizht “Molly MecGuires,”” and the proprie-
tor ordered to surrender all his valuables.
He refused and fired shots into the erowd,
killing one and® wounding another. The
wounded man was arrested, but refused to
divalge anything eoncerning the secret or-
der to which he belonged. A few days pre-
vious to this the superintendent of one of
the mines in the same county was shot, by
some ““Molly MeGuires," whilst lie was
driving home in his sulky, in broad daylight.
Murders are of such frequent occurrence in
the coal region, that life and property are
at all times in imminent danger, and beyond
the protection of the ecivil authorities. Tn
view of this fact, application has been made
to the Gavernor, and to the Legislature, to
devise some means to restore order, afford
security to life and property, and punish the
gailty. 3

Notes from Harrisburg.

A registry law has been reported from the
Judieiary Committe, into the Senate, which is
similar. in most of its prosisions. to the New York
law It j=said Judge Pearson is the nuthor of the
bill. The act requires Assesiors to keep a regis-
try of voters with their private residences and
produoce the same_ st the pluce of eleetion, four
teen days previous to the 2lection, to the judges
and inspectors, who with the assessor. shall maet
on the twelfth day preceding the second Tuesduy
in October, snd countinue in session from nine to
six o'elock. to receive the namesof persons net
before. registered. and hear and deeide upon
claime to vote ; and no person shull be allowed to
vote whose name does not appear upon the reg-
istry. but any regi-tered name muy be challonged
just as if no registry of the name had been made,
and the election board may pass upon such chal-
lenge; the !:ansl.ly for receiving non-registered
vapes shall be fine and imprisonment, nt the dis-
eretion of the Court.

The Chester Coal Fields.
Professor Waterhouse gives, in the last
Merchant's Magazine, a particular account
of the Chester coal fields, of which so much
bas been said in the newspapers. These
fields are located in Randolph. Jackson and
Perzy eounties, in the State of lilinois.
Eighteen thousand aeres ha\‘t‘: heen tested,
and three stratas of eou! found. The area
examined is estimated to contain 450,000, 000
tons. The mines are accessible and conve-
nient, being only twelve miles from the Mis-
sissippi_river, fifty miles from the Ivon
Mountains ot Missouri, and seventy-two
milez from St. Louis by river. A railroad
ftom Chester to the miines is contemplated.
Professor Waterhouse says that the Chester
coal is free from impurities, hving less than
one per cent. of sulphur, and comparatively
little bitumen. Tt has been tested in blast
farnaces at Tronton, Ohia. Tt i= claimed
that this coal ean be delivered on the banks
of the Mississippi at $1 50 a ton, and at St.
Fouis for §2 20 a ton, and that for the man-
ufacture of 1won it does not require to be
changed into coke.

The discovery and development of thesé
immense coal fields will have a tendeney to
revolutionize the West in more ways than
one, and to a degree which will scarcely be
realized, even when accomplished, The
tendeney will be to make regions now en-
tirely devoted to agrienltural pursnits, great
manufactaring  loealities, and with this
change of voeations will eome a change of
feeling for rovernmental poliey. To day
the West is the great apholder of free rrade.
The embarrassments now suffered by certain
manulaeturers from foreign eompetition in-
flicted by low tariffs. are duoe entirely to the
persistent efforts of Western men to prevent
the protection of howme industry. With
iron and eoal at their doors, we expect to
see Western members of Congress clamor-
ing as fiercely for protection as they now
appose it,  Fifty vears ago the Soathern
States were opposed, and the
States infavor of free rrade.  In fifty vears
hience, who ean say whether a similar change
will not take place in the minds of the lead-
ing men of the Bastern and Western States.
